The Duke of Chandos then made his promifed motiuns, for 
fuch papers, &c. as pafled between his* Majelty’s minifters, 
and the commanders in America in 1781, relative to the cap- 
ture of the army commanded by Earl Cornwallis, to be laid 
before the Houfe. Thefe were ranged under eight diftin? 
heads, and comprehended the letters written to and from the 

Secretaries of State—Letters between Sir Heary Clinton and 
Lord Cornwallis—the ioftructions given to our Admirals on 
the American and Weft-India ftations—and the information 
that had been received by the Generals in refpeét to the move- 
ments of the American army, and by minifters, as to the fail- 
ing of the fleet under De Grafle—All ‘thefe, except the fr 
and /af?, were agreed to. 

To the firft, which was for the /ubfance of all fach letters, 
&c.. Lord Stormont ry sce, an, amendment ; moving that 
the word Lxtra@ thould {tand: in th¢ ete Bia fetfience 3 and 
that the years 1780 and 1781, be fubftirgted for the ycar 
1781. This, his Lordfhip thought, would be taking up the 
bufinefs on a larger fcale, and prevent improper intelligence 
going abroad to the enemy. . After fome litce altercation, the 
queltion was put on the amendment, aod carryed without a 
divifion. 

The objection to the laft motion was of a greater magnitude, 
Lord Stormont thought, that laying before the Honfe,’ the in- 
telligence we had received from the enemy, might be attended 
with very bad confequences, It would preclude us in future 
fiom that very neceffary afliftance ; and therefore hoped the 
noble Duke, for reafons fo obvious, would withdraw the mo- 
tion. Hitherto, every thing in this bufinefs went on with un- 
nimity, and he hoped_in this iuftance there§would be no divifion. 

The Duke of Chandos did not meet this idea; he thought, 
were only the /shffance of infurmation to be given, it could 
not do any injury. His Grace added, that if this motion did 
not pafs, the inquiry would be of no fervice. 

The Duke of Richmond coincided with the Duke of Chan- 
dos, faying, that the great fault in the lofs of the army, to 
him appeared to be want of proper atteution to the information 
Miniltry received refpecting De Graffe’s ficet : It was abfolute- 
ly neceffary therefore that the motion fhould pafs.
